Clark said beauty products were a 
way for colonies such as Canada to align 
with the British Empire. Additionally, 
she talked about advertisement ideas 
that have persisted throughout history, 
such as the Maybelline slogan, maybe 
she's bom with it or maybe it's Maybel¬ 
line. The idea of an “artificial natural¬ 
ness” is still seen today, she said. 

"You're not supposed to look like you're 
wearing makeup... If you think about the 
Kardashian look, you put in so much effort 
to look like you have no make-up on.” 

Clark touched on some of the deeper 
messages in past advertisements that can 
still be problematic today. In reference to 
Commodity racism, aterm utilized by Ann 

were transferred into the consumer form.” 
For example, advertisers in the 19th century 
used soap to support and further the ideals 
of the imperialist project, she said. Images 
of soap as a tool of civilizing helped to fur¬ 
ther advance the support for empire as well 
as notions of race and beauty. In particular 
the idea that whiteness was natural and was 
the standard of beauty. 


“The message of whiteness as a beauty 
standard is still prevalent today,” said Clark. 

The lecture series, sponsored by 
Geoffrey and Lorraine loyner and Nia¬ 
gara's Finest Hotels, looks at the impor¬ 
tance of collecting and the early years 
of collecting in Niagara on the Lake.

DeBoer says she had been running 
for a couple of months, going short dis¬ 
tances of three to five kilometres, the 
ideal distance to help improve her per¬ 
formance on the basketball court, when 
Robinson stopped her to talk about the 
half-marathon. Participating appealed 
to her, so she shifted gears and began 
adjusting her training to prepare for it 

Now, when she has time, she's run¬ 
ning 10 to 15 kilometres, and has set 
herself a goal of running the 21-kilome¬ 
tre event in two hours. 

While that is a challenging time for 
a new runner, deBoer is a determined 
athlete in other sports, and has trained 
with No Limit Performance for the last 
three years. 

She played basketball with Parlia¬ 
ment Oak and the Niagara Rangers, and 
competed with Eden High School’s bas¬ 
ketball team at the provincial level this 

“Mental toughness and self-discipline 
is what I believe will get me through the 
half marathon," she says. 

More than 3,000 entries are expected, 
Robinson says, to run one of the most 
beautiful courses in the world, past the 
falls twice, from Upper Rapids Blvd. to 


Clifton Hill, then to Weaver Road and 
back to Upper Rapids, finishing where 
it started. 

The medal for finishers is an artist’s 

icon of courage and freedom, says Rob¬ 
inson, risking her life leading more than 
300 slaves across the river along the 
Underground Railroad to freedom in 
Canada. 

"If ever there was a woman of strength 
who empowered other women, against 
all odds, it was Harriet Tubman,” said 
Robinson, who hopes the medal will 
encourage female runners and walk¬ 
ers to learn more about Tubman’s role 
in history. 

The event has been endorsed by mar¬ 
athon runner Kathrine Switzer, who 
became the first woman to run the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon in 1967, participating in 
what had been until then an all-male 

She has included the event as one 
of the 261 Fearless series - 261 was the 
number on her Boston bib - a non¬ 
profit community of female runners she 
founded to offer support and empower-
